The School Building Committee's 
arguments favoring a four=story 
classroom building with append- 
ages collapsed this week, trigger- 
ing a rush drive to ready revised 
plans in time for perusal by the 
School Building Asssistance Com- 
mission prior to Town Meeting 
Oct, 19. 

The possibility exists that this 
deadline cannot be met but officials 
are resisting postponment of Oct, 
19 Town Meeting and working 
against the clock to forestall the 
need for an adjourned session. 
' Now on the drawing boards are 
sketches which will show an en- 
largement of the library wing to 
include two floors of classroom 
space on lower levels, classrooms 
originally planned for the fourth 
floor of the school’s main wing. 

The Building Committee’s deter- 
mination of last week to resist the 
Assistance Commission’s sugges- 
tion that perhaps a three floor 
building was high enough, crumbled 
when architects Perry, Shaw, Hep- 
burn & Dean indicated that the 
identical space could be trans- 
planted without any change in the 
estimated $4.8 million cost, This 
eliminated the major reason for 
supporting the high-rise plan. 

Chairman Robert McIntyre re- 
ports that educators, though they 
had approved the four-story struc- 
ture, also expressed a preference 
for nothing higher than three 
levels, 

The committee was **frustrated”* 
in a second session this week with 
William Black, chief school plant 
specialist for the Assistance Com~- 
mission who said that he will not 
study Andover plans until he has 
them in the detail requested, and 
that he must have them a week to 
10 dayy in advance of any further 
conferences, 

He indicated that he could not 
operate on a rush basis because 
Andover has a Town Meeting 
scheduled, and pointed out that 
many other communities already 
have proposals before the com- 
mission, 

Chairman MclIntyre said that 
Black’s request for somewhat de- 
tailed plans came as a surprise.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


More Than Vengeance 


Disbelief, shock and an all too human desire for ven- 
geance spread in succeeding waves through Andover Tues- 
day following the news that a killer, barbanic and brutal in 
his methods, had taken the life of a local 44-year-old gas 
Station operator. 

There is so far no indication that the savage killing was 
provoked. The first attack was made, apparently while 
Irvin Hilton bent over a work bench, absorbed in the repair 
of some small automotive part. Though robbery seemed an 
obvious motive, Hilton’s cash drawer was untouched. 

The next news, the report that a suspect had been found 
and ‘“‘positively’’ identified, only further inflamed the 
public for the man arrested was a convicted killer on 
parole, 

While investigation continues to determine if the man 
arraigned is the right man, public discussion of parole 
policies also continues, as it invariably does when a 
prison parolee is suspected of violating the trust his 
freedom implies. 

Since the possibility exists that a governor, a parole 
board, prison officials and others who claimed to know 
him may have been wrong in their judgement of a boy- 
killer who became a man behind prison bars, it is well to 
look at the parole board’s record overall, 

Ready for printing, but still unreleased, is a Report on 
Parole Procedures which the board chairman says will 
show statistically that 65 to 70 percent of all criminals 
paroled in Massachusetts complete their parole success- 
fully. That roughly 15 percent of those released commit 
new felonies, and that another 15 percent are returned to 
prison for technical violation of their parole (excessive 
drinkjng, non-support of family etc.). 

The chairman of the Parole Board, Cornelius J. Twomey, 
has stated uneguivocably that in the 12 years he has been 
on the Board there has never been an instance where a 
convicted killer on parole has killed again, 
employee in the correction department states 
Conviction that there has been no such case 
the 30 years of his experience. 

This establishes a line of probability. Nothing rules 
out the possibility, of course, that a parolee who has 
never killed may resort to violence if he reinvolves him- 
self with crime. 

If we are to support a penal system that has its roots in 
rehabilitation, we must live with the fact that in spite of 
probabilities there can be no certainty of reform. When 
you deal with human emotions, as prison and parole 
officials must in attempting to know a man to his core, 
there can be no absolute certainty, 

Meanwhile the public has a right to ex 
argument against release of a known kille 
in the balance if parole is considered. ‘And it must be 
protected against the possibility that a commutation can 


be a stepping stone to freedom for the- potentially 
dangerous. 


Credit Where Due 


Police activity in a small town is never so routine as 
it would appear on the surface. Local drunks, 
fights, minor accidents do not make big news, bu 
do make police work, and in Andover such cases ar 
dled with a good deal more dispatch and sensitivit 
the ordinary citizen has any need to know, 

Murder cases, on the other hand do make news. But 
the work of local law enforcement officials in the solu- 
tion of major crimes is frequently overshadowed by that 
of state investigators, 

Events of the past week, however, fell together in such 
a way as to demonstrate how valuable local police work 
can be, particularly when there is first rate cooperation 
between forces, 

The fact that a prime Suspect for the brutal slaying of 
Service Station Operator Irvin Hilton is behind bars today, 
and that he was there within almost 48 hours of the time 
the crime was committed, is directly attributable to the 
activities of Andover and Lawrence police,

The Andover Garden Club will 
participate in a drive to raise 
funds for the preservation of the 
Garden in the Woods, a 30-acre 
botanic garden which has been the 
lifetime work of one man, 

Located in Framingham, the 
garden is filled with more than 
4,000 species and varities of native 
American plants, and is laced with 
four miles of woodland paths and 
roads to make it accessible to the 
public, 

It was created by Will C, Curtis 
who bought the property in 1931 
and began developing it im- 
mediately as a haven for native 
plants, Now, however, Curtis is 
80 years old and must make some 
decision about his property.
